With respect to 3, NOTE: Applicants have added nineteen new claims and cancelled no claims 
in their proposed amendments. Applicants have changed the range of component (c) from 0 to 
40% by weight of an hydroxy containing material to 5-40% of an hydroxy containing material in 
all claims. This is a new issue with respect to the claims present at final rejection. In claims 1-3 
and 5-20, applicants have reduced the size of the Markush group of hydroxy containing materials 
to exclude the "aliphatic polycarbonate diol" yet still presented this group in new claims 21-39, 
thus not reducing the issues set forth in the final rejection. Thus, the amendment will not be 
entered because new issues are presented which would require further consideration, and raise 
the issue of new matter as well as clearly present additional claims without canceling a 
corresponding number of finally rejected claims. 

With respect to 13, OTHER: The examiner notes for the record that SN 09/538,940 with respect 
to the photosensitive compositions does not support the upper limit of 2.5 with respect to ratio of 
epoxy equivalents to hydroxy equivalents in the composition, nor does there appear to be support 
for the 5% by weight of hydroxyl containing material. Thus, none of the newly presented claims 
finds sufficient support in SN 09/538,940 to set the effective filing date of any of the claims to 
that of SN 09/538,940 and thus remove Lawton WO 00/03300 as a reference. If applicants wish 
to maintain their limits to ratio of epoxy equivalents to hydroxy equivalents in the composition 
then the only support for such which could possibly establish an effective filing date for this 
application sufficiently early to remove Lawton WO 00/03300 as a reference under 35 USC 102 
(b) would be SN 09/1 13,271 and as stated in the interview of March 14, 2007, the examiner 
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could find no support for the "aliphatic polycarbonate diol" now present in the newly claims 21- 
39 and present in the finally rejected claims. 

The examiner notes that the Petition Decision of July 6, 2007 which is to dismiss the petition 
filed September 18, 2006 in view of granting the Pettion filed April 4, 2006. This has been fully 
considered with respect to this Advisory.
